Fall  Meeting 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  MIA  New  England  Chapter  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  annual  sessions  of  the  New  England  Library  Association  at  Wentworth- 
by-the-Sea,  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.   Our  meeting  took  place  on  Friday, 
October  4th,  at  5:00  p.m. 

The  topic  for  the  afternoon  was  'Woodwind  instruments  of  the  Renaissance 
and  Baroque,"  and  our  speaker,  Friedrich  Von  Huene ,  was  introduced  by  Eileen 
Borland,  the  organization's  Vice -Chairman. 

Mr.  Von  Huene,  an  instrument  maker  and  performer,  utilized  a  fascinating 
set  of  slides  to  explain  the  history  and  development  of  wind  instruments.  We 
were  able  to  see  the  instruments  as  they  were  first  depicted  in  manuscripts  and 
tapestries  and  then  pictures  of  the  real  instruments  as  photographed  by  Mr.  Von 
Huene  in  the  museums  of  Europe. 

One  work  of  art  shown  was  an  ivory  carving  depicting  musicians  playing 
eight  different  kinds  of  instruments.  We  were  then  shown  detailed  slides  of 
one  of  these  instruments,  a  columnar  recorder. 

The  final  group  of  slides  showed  Mr.  Von  Huene  and  his  assistants  making 
instruments  in  his  workshop.   The  afternoon  session  ended  with  a  short  perform- 
ance by  Mr.  Von  Huene  playing  Handel  on  an  ivory  alto  recorder  and  then  for 
comparison,  on  a  wooden  Baroque  flute. 

MLA'S  Annual  Meeting  -  Albuquerque 

The  MIA  Meeting  was  held  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico  on  January  30th  - 
February  2nd,  and  several  of  our  members  were  in  attendance,  including  Eileen 
Borland,  Mary  Wallace  and  Sidney  Beck.  Among  the  subjects  discussed  were: 
computer  technology  and  its  application;  problems  of  LC  reclassification;  the 
current  state  of  sound  equipment;  and  problems  of  public  relations. 

During  the  sessions  a  visit  was  made  to  the  University  of  New  Mexico 
Medical  School  Library  to  view  their  use  of  computers  for  acquisition,  catalog- 
ing and  circulation.   The  Library  has  also  started  a  pilot  project  in  reference. 

At  our  spring  meeting  you  will  have  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  the 
people  who  went  to  Albuquerque  about  their  reactions  to  the  material  presented.

The  combination  of  the  meeting  whose  main  theme  is  "Planning  Music  Library 
Buildings,"  plus  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  new  Center  for  the  Perform- 
ing Arts  at  Smith  should  make  a  fascinating  day.   The  rest  of  this  section 
will  be  devoted  to  information  culled  from  the  Massachusetts  AAA  to  ease 
your  trip  to  Northampton. 

Directions  (from  the  Boston  area):  Take  the  Mass.  Turnpike  to  exit  4. 
Follow  U.S.  5  North.  After  about  4  miles,  U.S.  5  becomes  Interstate  91  North. 
Continue  on  91  and  it  will  take  you  right  into  Northampton.   It  is  101  miles 
from  Boston  to  Northampton  and  the  AAA  says  that  at  most  the  drive  should 
take  2  hours. 

Parking:   Parking  is  limited  in  front  of  the  Center  for  the  Performing 
Arts,  and  so  here  are  directions  to  two  parking  lots. 

1.  Come  through  the  center  of  the  town  on  West  Street.  Fork  left 
at  light  onto  Green  Street.  Turn  left  onto  Belmont  Avenue  which  is  the  first 
street  off  Green  Street.   The  CPA  parking  lot  is  marked  by  an  obscure  sign 

on  the  right. 

2.  The  second  parking  lot  is  at  the  end  of  Green  Street.  Make  a 
sharp  left  off  the  street.
